Smoking in Church. 


An English bishop wonders whether 
listeners put out their pipes during the 
broadcasting of religious Services.

In some 
English parish churches smoking during 
the Service used to be so common that 
pipe-racks and spittoons were provided, 
and in Wales, as late as 1850, the start 
of the sermon was an accepted signal for 
the male members of the congregation to 
light up. Readers cf Scott, too, will 
remember that an important personage in 
“The Heart of idlothian’’ smoked 
throughout the whole of the sermon— 
often a matter of an hour or two—such 
tobacco as he could borrow from fellow.

Motor Cucles. 


A motor cycle enthusiast to whom I! 
talked the other day told me, rather sadly, 
that the number of motor cycles in Dublin 
was steadily diminishing. The youth of 
to-day, he said, preferred the comfort of 
the car to the “ sports ” performance of 
the motor cycle, and cars were now so 
cheap as to come within reach even of tho 
pocket of the undergraduate.

The Birth of a Word. 


The story of how a word was born is 
told in an old volume on Dublin which I 
came across recently. On the 21st of 
August, 1791, a number of well-known 
persons assembled at a tavern known. as 
‘The Eagle,” situated in Eustace street 


to celebrate an event of local interest. 
During the evening a sé , Richard Daly, 
proprietor of the Smock Alley Theatre, 
made a w to the effect that within 
forty-eight hours there would be a word 
in the mouth of the Dublin public of all 
classes, and that the same public within 
a week would attach a definite and general 
meaning to that word without any sug- 
IAR or explanation from its originator. 

he wager was accepted readily. Mr. 
Daly reached the theatre a short time 
before the termination of the perform- 
ance, and immediately procured some 
lumps of chalk and a dozen or two of 
cards upon every one of which he wrote » 
word. It was short and distinct, and at 
the fall of the curtain he required the 
attendance of the call-boys and scene- 
shifters. To every man he gave a card 
and a piece of chelk, ahd instructed him 
to perambulate the city until daybreak, 
chalking the word upon the doors and 
shutters of the houses. Mr. Daly’s com- 
mands were diligently obeyed, and on the 
iollowing morning (which happened to be 
Sunday), the doors of shops, warehouses, 
and even private dwellings, appeared to 
have one word conspicuously chalked 
upon them. It belonged to no known 
language, nor could any meaning be found 
by the transposition of the letters. Mr. 
Daly, however, was adjudged to have won 
his wager with a term that owed its birth 
to the Eustace street bet, and is now in 
almost universal use. The word is ‘‘ Quiz.” 


Callow Candles. 


The other day (writes a reader) I 
noticed in an old hardwar@ shop in an 
outlying suburb a couple of tallow candles 
suspended from the ceiling. Puzzled by 
this reminder of the archaic days when we 
made our own clothes and “ dipped ” our 
own “‘dip’”’ or tallow candles from the 
wool and the fat of our own sheep, I made 
some remark on the subject.

From Our Own ConRRFESPONDFENT. 
CORK, Sunday, 


'TRE recent closing oí the railway line 
to Kinsale has already had certain 
effects, and by them one can judge what 
the results might be if branch lines are 
to be closed on a large scale. 

A road service has been instituted to 
the town for passengers and goods, but 
this has not prevented the trade of Kin- 
sale from suitering severely. Like most 
other country towns in Ireland, it de- 
rives a good deal of its prosperity from 
fairs, but the absence of a rail service 
has made it almost impossible for farmers 
to convey their cattle to Cork for ship- 
ment. In order to deal with this situa- 
tion it has now been decided to try and 
ship the cattle direct from Kinsale to 
English ports, and a local company is 
being formed to carry out the plan. This 


will invoive the construction of numerous. 


lairages for the cattle, and the necessary 


inspectors will have to be provided by the i 


Government when the port is approved. 
The situation must be a serious one if 
a small town 1s willing to yo to such 
mse for its cattle trade, and a fur- 
ther curtailing of railway services might 
lead to the formation of a number of 
small, uneconomic ports along the coast, 
As for the inland centres, it is hard to 
see how they would get out of the 
difficulty. 


THE RATFS CON ESSION. 


The burning of Cork was recalled last 
week by the application of property- 
owners in Patrick street, who are seek- 
ing a further relief in their rates. After 
the new buildings had been constructed 
there it was agiceed that the owners 
should be liable for rates on only one- 
third of the new valuations, but the 
period to which this applies will end next 
ear. 

1t was felt at the time that it would be 
unfair to levy rates on the full scale, as 
the cost of the buildings exceeded the 

nsation award in almost every case, 
and also because the new valuations were 
about three times higher than those on 
the former premises, and put the new 
houses at a disadvantage with competi- 
tors whose buildings had not suffered. 

‘The owners are asking that this con- 
cession should be extended for another 
five years, and state that they are still 
suffering the effects of the trade which 
was lost to them in 1920. What is more,

After dealing with the more technical 
aspects of the preparation of existing road 
surfaces for concrete and the quarrying and 
production of the concrete, which was well 
illustrated with jlantern slides, the lecturer 
gave hints on the laying and ‘‘curing”’ of 
the conerete. 

Mr. R. ©. Riley, proposing a vote of 
thanks, sketched the development of road- 
ways from the time of Macadam, who con- 
structed a road composed of small hard 
broken stones put dowp in layers which he 
left to the traffic to consolidate. 

Mr. W. J. H. Cooke, seconding, described 
the viagram, an itmstrument capable of 
recording graphically, when it is towed along 
the road, the irregularities present on the 
surface 

The Chairman summed up, and referred 
to a method of testing a concrete road hefore 
being opened to traffic, by pressing a steel 
ball into it and noting the force required.

THE CULTURAL CINEMA. 


There is a movement in Dublin -to bring 
the influence of the Ministry of Education to 
bear on the development of the film and the 
cinema in the Free State; and im other 
countries educational authorities, both State 
and voluntary, have been concerned in the 
matter for some time.

Lausanne Postponed, 


The latest reports from Paris indicate 
that Great Britain, France, Germany and 
Italy have agreed to a virtual postpone- 
ment of the. Lausanne Conference. 
Actually, the Conference is expected to 
meet this month, bui it will sit only long 
enough to enable the delegates to take 
note of the preparatory work which has 
been done by the experts. An adjourn- 
ment till later in the year will follow this 
perfunctory opening. The Powers then 
will address a joint Note to Washington, 
in which a prolongation of the Hoover 
Moratorium till the end of 1932 will be 
proposed. Since no other course appears 
to be open, the concurrence of the United 
States is likely to be the merest matter 
of form. On the whole, this plan, 
perhaps, is the best that could be pursued 
at the present time. The differences of 
outlook to-day between Great Britain and 
France are so many, and so deep, that 
no concerted policy could be evulved at 
Lausanne in the existing circumstances. 
These circumstances, however, are almost 
certain to change. Before the Conference 
meets for the second time. some five or 
six months hence, two important events 
will have taken place—the Prussian and 
the French elections. In France there is 
some reason to suppuse that there will 
be a slight swing to the left, and that 
the Quai d’Orsay, accordingly, will de- 
velop more moderate views on the question 
of reparation payments, while it is not 
impossible that Prussia’s verdict 
resolve the whole issue. 

Dr. Briining’s declaration 
weeks ago, to the effect that Germany 
had come to the end of her material and 
moral tether, and so could not pay any 
more under the Young Plan, was a 
sufficient bombshell. What would the 
effect have been if he had stated that in 
no circumstance would Germany pay 
another farthing of her War debts? Yet 
this in essence is what Germany will say, 
if Prussia elects the ‘‘ Nazis’ to power ; 
for Prussia ‘still rules Germany, as she 
ruled her under the Hohenzollerns.. A 
‘‘Nazi”’ victory, moreover, is by no means 
impossible. The recent domestic crisis in 
the Fatherland—whether or not Marshal 
von Hindenburg’s presidency should be 
prolonged—by a vote in the Keichstag 
showed that the “‘ Nazis ” were a power in 
themselves, and were more than the 
instruments of Herr Hitler. Indeed, they 
seem to have developed a driving force 
somewhat analogous to that held by the 
Junker class in 1914. Hitherto a personal 
jealousy between Herr Hitler and Herr 
Hugenberg, the Nationalist Press mag- 
nate, has militated against any real co 
operation between these groups. Now, if 
it is true that Herr Hitler’s personal 
power is becoming eclipsed in that of his 
party, this rift is on the way to be healed ; 
and, in any case, Herr Hugenberg is a 
known opponent of all reparation pay- 
ments, Undoubtedly, the Germans would 
rally to a man behind any Government 
which threw down the. gauntlet with 
decision. 

Whatever their results, the 
and the French. elections are certain to 
clear the air. The same thing can be 
said of the presidential election in the 
United ‘States, which will take place next 
November. In view of these) far-flung, 
but not altogether diverse, agitations it 
is well that the serious work of the 
Lausanne Conference will be postponed 
until they are over.

Fire Fighting. 


On Saturday night there was a very 
serious fire in Dublin, which resulted in 
the complete destruction of an important 
store in Crown Alley. Although there was 
a heavy downpour of rain at the time, the 
wind was high, and within a very short 
time after the start of the fire, the store 
was a roaring furnace.

THOUSANDS OF FAMILIES 
HOMELESS.

SWANLAKE (MISSISSIPP1),

Thirty thousand people have been 
rendered homeless by great floods that are 
ravaging vast stretches of country in 
the Northern Mississippi. Earlier grave 
fears of heavy loss of life have so far, 
fortunately, proved groundless ; but it 1s 
too early to say that the Tallahatchie 
River, one of the Mississippi tributaries, 
has not, besides doing enormous damage, 
once more taken considerable toll of human 
life. 

Three major breaches of the embank- 
ment north of this town gave the signal 
that the rampant Tallahatchie River had 
won its five weeks’ battle for the Tip 
Basin. A ten-foot-deep torrent suddenly 
broke through and rushed down upon a 
thousand homes, where families, unaware 


| of their danger, were peacefully sleeping. 


Immediate orders were given for the 
concentration of rescue boats at Blendorra, 
three miles down the river; but most of 
the families concerned were expected to 
have to spend the night on the roof-tops. 

Many other homes along the river bank 
have been surrounded for a week past, 
following two big earlier collapses of other 
parts of the river embankment. Signal 
flares were used to give warning when the 
breaches occurred, thus enabling hundreds 
of threatened people to flee for their lives 
before the oncoming torrent.

Placing 
his men on the roofs of adjoining houses, 
Captain Connolly, with six lines of hose, 
directed his efforts towards restricting the 
area of the outbreak, and soon had the fire 
under control. With the collapse of the 
roof and the ground floor of the burnin 
premises the whole interior became choked 
with burning débris, which a party of 
firemen remained to extinguish. The 
damage is estimated at some thousands of 
pounds. 

In the adjoining premises of Messrs. 
Moore and Co., wholesale clothiers, goods 
were damaged by water, but the building 
was saved. 
All the fire engines in the city were 
called out to the fire shortly after six 
o'clock, and it was not until nine o'clock 
that the first engine was able to leave the 
scene. For six hours more a single hose 
was played on the smouldering débris 
The fire, which was visible from many 
wine of the city, enables the Dublin Fire 
rigade to make fire-fighting history, for 
it gave them the opportunity of using for 
the first time the new eighty-five feet fire 
escape. The escape was converted into a 
‘* tower,’ and firemen were able to pour 
water on the burning building from a most 
beneficial angle.

THE AMERICAN 
PARADOX. 


In a leading article The Times observes : 
It seems incredible that the United States 
should be among the worst sufferers from 
the present economic depression, but all 
the evidence goes to show that, if her 
condition is not worse than that of many 
other countries, she has suffered in the 
fall from her recent prosperity a greater 
set-back than almost any of the nations of 
the old world. The natural resources of 
the country are almost illimitable, and 
the capacity of her people for exploiting 
them a long been the admiration and 
envy of other countries, which have sent 
many missions across the ocean to learn 
from the Americans the secret of enduring 
and increasing prosperity; but 1931 has 
been for the United States, as for the rest 
of the world, a year of almost unrelieved 
gloom. 

The revival of trade, which it was con- 
stantly asserted was “just round the 
corner,” has obstinately refused to come 
into sight, and 1932 has brought not new 
hope, but increasing anxiety. 


RECONSTRUCTION MACHINERY. 
Referring to the proposed Reconstruc- 
tion perenne The Times proceeds: Its 
usefulness wilMdepend upon the readiness 
and ability of those to whom this credit 
is offered to make a profitable use 
of it. There is the danger that. 
unless stringent precautions are taken, the

Spring-Rice’s poem: ‘‘ I Vow to Thee, my 
Country.” It appears that these changes 
are inspired by a wish to associate the 
Free State movement. now almost wholly 
Protestant, with a new movement which 
will enlist Roman Catholic girls. Already 
there are many flourishing bands of 
Roman Catholic Boy Scouts in the Free 
State. Protests have been made against 
the changes in the rules. and there are 
demands for the restoration of the old 
régime, - 

The Times adds that Lady Baden- 
Powell, the Chief Guide, said last night :— 
‘‘ The Guide movement in Ireland has its 
own constitution. At a Conference held in 
London in November last the Chief Com- 
missioner and the Headquarters Council 
for Ireland requested to be allowed to 
translate the words: ‘ The King and his

They were living” in a timé of ‘crisis, and a 
great many peonle were trying to escape fron 
the duty of facing facts that the: present 
crisis imposed on them. The ‘world never 
had to face such a crisis and was in a very 
strange and terrible condition.’ On the one 
hand, the abundance.of goods in the world 
was unparalleled in its history. At the same 
time; day. by. day. they were seeing goods 
teing destrayed. Wheat was being destreve: 
in Canada, coffee in Brazil, and rubber in 
the Malay Straits, while, at the same time, 
there wére thousands in need of these things 
for the satisfaction of their legitimate wants. 

Tt was terrible to think that Europe was 
spending £520,000.900 per annum on arma- 
ments and that they. of the nations of the 
Rritish Empire were spending £109,000.000 
on armaments. They. had got into a vicious 
circle; fear was leading people in the desire 
for security to build up armaments, and the 
building up 3í these armaments had led to 
weré fear in surrounding nations.

The acing Calendar “Races Past” for 
1931 was published on Friday. Although the 
total number of races decided last year in 
Great Britain is the record figure of 1,986, 
the value of stakes shows a reduction, last 
season 's figures being £724,469, compared with 
£735,078 in 1930, and £744,511 in 1928. The 
last-named figure still holds the record. The 
number of horses in training also shows a 
slight decline, last year's figures of 4,673 
being a decrease of 119 since 1950.

There is no greater mistake in cottage or 
allotment gardening when the season’s 
cropping has been planned for, so far as 
possible, than delaying getting seeds 
until actually wanted, # which means 
with soil in readiness, and all in favour 
for immediate sowing, a day’s delay and 
unforeseen change in our ever-changing 
climate may quite upset one’s calcula- 
tions, and this oftener occurs in the small 
garden than in the large one, where it is 
equally important, and all too obvious 
later on with queues at our seedshop 
counters badgering the ‘‘boys”’ and 
blaming them for their own thoughtless 
delay. That is for seeds actually re- 
quired, although, so far as some of our 
very important crops are concerned, the 
stmall grower has the distinct advantage 
of getting plants of the best varieties 
from our nursery raisers.

WATCH THE CHICKENS. 
Writing on this subject in the Weekly 

Irish Zvmes, the Poultry Correspondent 

says :— 

The motions of the chickens themselves are 
often more reliable than the thermometer, 
and the attendant should take a look at 
the chickens occasionally to see how they 
are going on. If they are lying quiet 
and peacefully over the floor of the sleep- 
ing place at night, all is well. But if 
there is a moving about and crowding 
together towards the hottest part, more 
heat is required. When the temperature 
is too nigh, they will be sleeping away 
from the heat, many of Ea ting and 
lying exhausted. —Durin e day the 
aifference between a cloudy ad a sunny 
day should be noted, as even on a cold 
winter’s day if the sun is shining strong 
the glass heats the inside air consider- 
ably, while outside it may be very cold. 
All along commonsense and observation 
must be used to keep things going right.
